five enemy soldiers and finding 
the bodies of 32 others killed by 
U.S. air strikes.

ATTICA, N.Y. (AP) - Nine 


hostages and 28 convicts were 
killed today as state police, 
backed by helicopters dropping 
tear gas, stormed Attica state 
prison and put down a four-day 
rebellion. 


"There is some question now 


whether the prison is now en- 
tirely secured," a spokesman 
for the State Correction Depart- 
ment said more than four hours 
after the assault on the prison. 


"Several of the hostages had 


their throats slashed," he said. 


The remaining 29 hostages 


were brought out alive, but four 
were seriously injured. 


In New York, a spokesman 


for Gov. Nelson A. Rockefeller 
said several of the hostages 
had been dead for several 
hours before state police moved 
into the prison in force shortly 
after 9 a.m., the deadline on an 
ultimatum issued to the prison- 
ers. 


The governor's office 
said 


Rockefeller 
"completely sup- 


ported" the decision to storm 
the prison. 


Attorney 
William Kunstler, 


one of a group of outsiders who 
had been called in at the pris- 
oners' request to aid in the ne- 
gotiations, accused Gov. Nelson 
A. Rockefeller of ordering the 
negotiations halted, and called 
it "a monstrous n?t."

learn that patience is a virtue, 
and in this case would have 
been a life saver," Kunstler 
said. "There would have been 
room for negotiations if it took 
six months or a year."

Success of 
Dollar Action 
to Be Slow

NEW YORK 
(APt - The 


new U.S. international econom- 
ic program which was decided 
upon swiftly and unilaterally 
depends now for its success 
upon a series of bilateral agree- 
ments that may be painfully 
slow and knotty. 


The shock of the announce- 


ment Aug. 15 that the United 
States was floating its dollar 
and imposing a 10 per cent sur- 
charge on imports left almost 
every foreign nation unable to 
react in word or deed. 


Now, while the United States 


may retain the initiative it has 
lost the momentum, and for- 
eign governments are devel- 
oping a counterattack. 


Canadians are angry and in- 


tend to subsidize exports. The 
Japanese 
decline to revalue 


their Yen. The Ijatin American 
nations fear a falloff in Western 
Hemisphere trade. The Com- 
mon Market nations propose a 
dollar devaluation. 


By embarking on a 
new 


course of economic self-inter- 
est, it is entirely logical to as- 
sume that the United States 
could cause a readjusting of 
foreign policy and economic 
sympathies and even alliances. 


At that time the new pro- 


gram was ordered, optimists 
saw it this way: 


The United States was sick of 


being discriminated against. It 
asserted its power by unilate- 
rally floating the dollar. If oth- 
er countries were reluctant to 
revalue their currencies 
the 


United States would blackjack 
them with a surcharge. 


But now even some American 


businessmen have doubts about 
using the surcharge as a club 
and fear that retaliatory meas- 
ures could be imposed by other 
nations with a resulting decline 
in world trade.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Trial 


opens here today in the federal 
government's attempt to over- 
turn the 1969 election of W.A. 
"Tony" Boyle as president of 
the United Mine Workers of 
America. 


The I,abor Department suit 


accuses the union leadership of 
intimidation, election fraud and 
using union funds "to promote 
the candidacy of its incumbent 
international officers ..." 


In addition to the UMW presi- 


dency, at stake in the civil suit 
before U.S. Dist. Court Judge 
William B. Bryant are the jobs 
of almost the entire Boyle hier- 
archy, including Vice President 
George Tiller and Secretary- 
Treasurer John Ownes. They 
ran on Boyle's ticket. 


Boyle claims the election for 


the leadership of the 200,000- 
member union was fair and 
square. 


The bushy-browed labor king- 


pin is only the third UMW pres- 
ident since the late John L. 
Ijcwis started a 40-year reign in 
1920. When Lewis retired in 
1960, he picked UMW Vice 
President Thomas Kennedy to 
succeed him. 


After Kennedy in 1963, Lewis 


promoted Boyle, his fiery per- 
sonal assistant, into the $50,000- 
a-year job. Lewis was the pow- 
er behind the throne until he 
died in 1968. 


Boyle's major troubles start- 


ed in 1969 when former union 
troubleshootcr, 
Joseph 
A. 


"Jock" Yablonski, broke away 
from the established leadership 
to challenge Boyle for the un- 
ion presidency. Yablonski had 
been on the UMW's executive 
board. 


The day after the Dec. 9 elec- 


tion, Boyle claimed victory to a 
second five-year term, saying 
he polled 80,618 votes to Yab- 
lonski's 45,515. 


A few weeks later Yablonski, 


his wife and daughter 
were 


shot to death in their Clarks- 
ville, Pa., home. Boyle called a 
news conference to "swear by 
Almighty God" that he had 
nothing to do with the slayings. 
Five persons, including a UMW 
local president, 
have been 


charged in the slayings. 


Yablonski had complained to 


the I^bor Department of out- 
wright bribes, intimidation and 
similar illegal practices imme- 
diately following the election. 
The murders jarred investiga- 
tors into action, and then Secre- 
tary of Labor George P. Shultz 
announced 
the

Dear Dr. Lamb — I have 


been having this problem for 
quite some time now and 
since I read your column 
daily I though perhaps you 
might have a solution. 


I am black, 25 years old, 


married and the mother of 
four children. My problem is 
almost as old as I am. I 
have tried every remedy, 
old and new, including pro- 
tein treatments and my hair 
still won't grow. Is it pos- 
sible this is due to vitamin 
deficiency? 


Can it be hereditary? My 


parents a n d grandparents 
and great grandparents and 
their children all have beau- 
tiful heads of hair. What 
happened to me? I have 
been to doctors and they say 
it is not due to a nervous 
condition. I am not com- 
pletely bald, but I would like 
to have more and longer 
hair. 


Dear Reader — The fact 


that you still have hair is at 
least encouraging that some- 
thing can be done about your 
problem. Temporary loss of 
hair sometimes 
follows a 


severe illness or after child- 
birth but if you have really 
had this problem most of 
your adult life it is probably 
on another basis. 


The most common 
diffi- 


culty is doing too many 
things with hair. Techniques 
that put the hair under ten- 
sion are particularly likely 
to cause loss of hair. I refer 
to making tight curls or hair 
straightening 
techniques. 


Either is hard on hair. The 
best hair care for someone 
having a problem is not to 
wash it too frequently. Do 
not over-comb, do not brush 
too often or too hard. Let it 
stay loose and don't use a 
lot of medications. There 
are no satisfactory 
medi- 


cines or shampoos to pre- 
vent loss of hair. 


There are from 90,000 to 


150,000 hairs on the scalp 
and normally about 10 per 
cent of the hair follicles are 
resting before they shoot out 
a new hair. Hair is shed at 
a rate of about 80 hairs a 
day. Once a hair 
follicle 


really quits working, not just 
resting, it usually 
doesn't 


produce hair again. 


For the men who are still 


trying to find out the differ- 
ence between blondes, red 
heads and brunettes, here is 
one. Blondes have more hair 
per square inch, red heads 
the least and brunettes in 
between.

Khrushchev had lived the last 


seven years of his life in total 
retirement and obscurity. He 
was provided a 
comfortable 


house in the country outside 
Moscow but was barred from 
any public activities other than 
an occasional visit to an exhibi- 
tion or a trip to town to vote. 


His name, which once filled 


the Soviet press, disappeared 
from print overnight after his 
ouster in October 1964. He re- 
ceived no visitors except for a 
few old friends and members of 
his family. 


The imposed silence undoubt- 


edly weighed heavily on the 
man who for 11 years headed 
the Soviet Communist party 
and directed the country's af- 
fairs with vigor and personal 
flair. 


He died in a hospital for the 


Soviet elite in Moscow. 


Khrushchev is the first for- 


mer Soviet premier and Com- 
munist party chief to die since 
the death of Joseph Stalin in 


1953.

Benning, Ga., pend- 
ing final appeal of his conviction 
for murdering 22 civilians at 
My Lai. 


Calley was one of Medina's 


platoon leaders during an in- 
fantry assault on the South 
Vietnamese village March 16, 


1968. 


His attorney, George Latimer 


of Salt Lake City, said Sunday 
he would advise Calley to in- 
voke the 5th Amendment guar- 
antee against self-incrimination 
and refuse to testify in Me- 
dina's trial. 


"From what I know at the 


present time and from what I 
have before me, I will advise 
him not to testify," said the 70-

Latimer said, however, he 


might alter his stand if Calley 
were ordered to testify by the 
judge.

Navy faking 
New Look at

WASHINGTON lAP) - Sec- 


retary of the Navy John Chafee 
is taking another look at an ex- 
pensive new class of nuclear- 
powered 
attack 
submarines, 


raising the possibility 
fewer 


may be built in the future. 


This is fresh evidence that 


Chafee, concerned about rock- 
eting ship costs, is questioning 
the arguments of senior admi- 
rr.ls for ever-fas'^r, more com- 
plex war vessel'. 


I,ast spring, Chafee recom- 


mended a cutback in plans for 
a new class of nuclear-powered 
frigates from five to three. 
Pentagon leaders followed that 
recommendation. 


It is known that Chafee, con- 


cerned about the $250-million 
price of new frigates, rejects 
the admirals' arguments that 
nuclear-powered aircraft car- 
riers are unable to reach full 


potential for long-endurance op- 
erations unless all their escorts 
also run on nuclear engines. 


But while differing with some 


views of nuclear-Navy advo- 
cates, Chafee is urging Penta- 
gon superiors to approve about 
$300 million 
in next year's 


budget toward construction of a 
new atomic-propelled carrier. 


Several months ago Deputy 


Secretary 
of Defense David 


Packard shelved this proposed 
fourth U.S. nuclear carrier be- 
cause its estimated price had 
zoomed close to a record $1 bil- 


lion. 


Chafee calculates that build- 


ing a new carrier with con- 
ventional 
oil-burning engines 


might save about 20 per cent. 
But those close to him say he 
feels it is impolitic to return to 
conventionally powered car- 
riers in view of the strong op- 
position this would meet from 
key congressional supporters of 
nuclear propulsion. 


In short, he is said to feel 


this is one fight he might lose. 


Chafee has no intention of 


canceling the new class of fas-
